Although I am intimately associated with the Trinidad and Tobago state of CRIMINALITY; have 
read some of what is happening in Jamaica and the wider world population; the rest of the 
CARICOM Member States and its Associates, have not yet been researched, to get a true picture 
of what is happening in their homelands as regards growing CRIMINALITY. You may be in a 
better position than me, to inform on your member States circumstances.

University of Trinidad and Tobago, the Crime and Problem Analysis Unit (CAPA) of the Trinidad 
and Tobago Police Service (TTPS) and at community level by Community Crime Prevention 
Councils (CCPC), under Liaison Officers working with their Councillors of the respective Regional 
Corporations. 

NCPP has failed with all that participation and structure, primarily because of the CRITICAL 
NON-PARTICIPATION of genuine civil society involvement at the highest level and at the bottom 
Community level, alongside an independent funding source, managed and contributed to by 
civil society . Funding was restricted to what projects could give the party instant voter appeal 
at the top and the Liaison Officers had to manage Regional District Populations, some 10 such 
Districts in most cases, of over 100,000 Electors in most cases, without a another Level in NCPP, 
FIELD OFFICERS IN EACH ELECTORAL DISTRICT, contracted to be non-political for the period of 
their contract.. Many large Companies do not have that staff or population responsibility, lying 
with one person, although the Liaison Officers worked with Councillors of the Corporation, there 
is a constant threat of and fear of crime and the Local Government System is finally being 
reviewed at Parliament, after three (3) plus decades of inefficiency. 

The 2 day Workshops opened the door here to visualize the participation of CARICOM in a 
Regional Approach to manage the growing CRIMINALITY, by having the nature and composition 
of CARICOM's Input in the creation of a never before established, Caribbean Regional Network, 
the ELECTRONIC VERSION in THE FIRST INSTANCE and God only knows what else thereafter. 

Some of your questions are self-answered and the others will be answered in due course, with 
your patience and your knowledge of what inputs you and the Secretariat can make in this novel 
MISSING MIDDLE, to so many of great initiatives developed and implemented in the past. 

As I said very early, this is not a "ME" thing, it is an "OUR" thing. All our Caribbean Homelands 
will profit, especially where CRIMINALITY is rampant and where it is not, as a PREVENTION
